On tha afteinogn cf March 18 one of 
the moxt extraordinary afaira eves known 
in. Bangkok mado tha neighbourhood af 
tho Sao Ching Cha a scone of great ex- 
citomont, relates tho Bangkok Times. A 
man mad with drink ran amick in thal s) 
market’ and, stabbed sevoral people, after 
killing a young gitl Pursued by police 
and crowds ho aought refugo in his house. 

Herd for six hours bo was besioged. 
The house was. flooded with wator from 
-fire hoses, poppor wos burnt, but still 
tho man held them all’ ab bay. At. last 
the ‘police -broko, through the partition 
from the ‘adjoining ‘house and secured 
hin, Enormous crowds gathered,. end 
there was tremondous excitemest when 
finally the murderer, securely bound and’ 
now quiet, was matched off to the station 
by ‘a strong fared af police.’ *- 

Tho man is one Khun Sri Supohat, who 
was on arties io tho Arts Dey srtmant 
and at ono tims engaged in tho Palsce. 
He lived witl: his wife in one of 8 block 
‘of small houwsés by Sao Ching Cha, but 
was said to bo in love with the daughter 
of a police officer, a girl of soventesn, 
who lived: next door. This poor girl 
wes to, have been married tho next day, 
a ‘fact which Khun Sri violently resent- 
ed and which led him to etab ia to 
death, 

He wae often in and out of the ‘police 
offcer’a house, so nothing wos thought 
of it when he catered in tho after 
noou, although “it was noticed ha wae 
very drunk. Suddenly, however, bo pro- 
duced two knives and stabbed a little 
girl of five yeare of age. Her older 
sister, the girl who was to have been 
married: ruthod derward, and Khun Sri 
stabbod her twice, Ghe fell sovered with 
blood and died Inter of hor injuries. The 
child was taken to. the béspital, and, it 
is hoped she will recover. 

MOSZ TULNED. ON MANIAC. : 

New thoroughly demented, Khun Bri 
rushed outside and stabbed sa policeman 
who tried to arrest him’ He ran madly 
round tho market, and altogether etabbed 
eleven poople, « though fortunately no 
others were very seriously injured. Police 
whistley wore blowing continuously, and: 
by this tima a big crowd had gathered, 
but tho msdman's ferocity kept them at 
a distance. Ho dashed si a cyclist com- 
ing round the corner and knocked him 
from his machine, and then ran into’ the 


twat, which he quickly, had all to himself. 


Driven’ ous from here he!,ran round th 
squara, and then sought refuge ix 
own house. Tho house is about the mi 
dle of the block. Thoy sre two ‘roomed 
dwellings, &. narrow wooden. staircase 
lending from the ground floor room te 
the one above.
